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Florida Vote Is Loud, 
Clear Against Busing 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) - Florida 
voter's heeded Alabama 2-1 
George C. Wallace's call to tell 
America loud and clear that 
they oppose busing school chil- 
dren to achieve racial balance 
in classrooms. 


By a 3-1 margin, the voters in 


a straw vote referendum Tues- 
day endorsed a proposed con- 
stitutional amendment to end 
forced busing. 


Wallace ran an antibusing 


campaign in Florida's Demo- 
cratic presidential primary and 
thousands of the voters en- 
dorsed him, too. He won the 
primary with 42 per cent of the 
vote. 


In another part of the non- 


binding straw vote which in- 
volved Republicans and Demo- 
crats, Floridians approved by a 
4-1 margin a proposal which en- 
dorsed equal education for all 
children. 


And they voted by the same 


margin for allowing prayer 


back into the public schools. 


With 99 per cent of the vote 


tallied, 1,103,856 voted for a 
busing amendment while 386,- 
724 voted against it, 74 to 26 per 
cent. 


The equal education question, 


which also asked voters if they 
opposed a return to a dual 
school system, passed by a vote 
of 1,065,393 to 289,839, or 79 to 
21 per cent. 


The call for prayer in public 


schools was approved by 1,133,- 
079 voters with 294,848 rejecting 
it, also 79 to 21 per cent. 


Florida's Democratic gover- 


nor, 
Reubin 
Askew, cam- 


paigned hard to turn the tide on 
the busing question and was 
disappointed 
that 
his con- 


stituents failed to heed his plea. 
But he said: 


"I 
am 
very 
happy and 


pleased that as a majority of 
Floridians registered opposition 
to busing, they also registered 
commitment to seek other al- 


ternatives and not go back to a 
dual school system." 


After the Florida legislature 


passed a bill placing the busing 
straw vote on the primary bal- 
lot, Askew refused to sign the 
measure until the equal educa- 
tion question was added in an 
effort to ease some of the bus- 
ing vote's sting. The prayer 
question also was added but 
never was much of an issue. 


Black leaders across the 


state assailed the legislature 
for putting busing on the ballot 
and 
said 
the neighborhood 


schools issue was a smoke- 
screen for an attempt to re- 
segregate schools which court 
orders had integrated. 


State Sens. Richard Deeb, R-

sponsors of the busing straw 
vote, said they believed 
it 


would open the eyes of Con- 
gress to the need for national 
action to halt busing.

Wallace, who rode to victory 


on his opposition to school bus- 
ing and his pledges to bear 
down Jon crime and tax the 
wOfflKyT proclaimed 
he can 


now capture the Democatic 
presidential nomination. With 
his 42 per cent of the Demo- 


cratic vote, he won 75 of the 
state's 81 delegates to the par- 
ty's 
national 
convention; 


Humphrey won six with his 18 
percent.

The Flori- 
da voters, in a straw ballot 
which has no legal effect, over- 
whelmingly registered opposi- 
tion to court-ordered school 
busing to achieve integration.

IJTTLE ROCK (AP) - I*on 


B. Catlett of Kittle Rock, attor- 
ney for Reynolds Metals Co..

Arkla has 
an adjustment clause in its old 
tarrifs but the proposed one ap- 
parently is broader. 


Catlett suggested to the PSC 


that under the proposal, Arkla 
would set its own rates and by- 
pass the commission.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration was expected to 
select a solid-fuel booster for 
the Space Shuttle today.

solid fuel would be chosen as 
the booster-engine fuel. That 
would mean that Florida would 
be the likely choice for launch- 
es, since coastal areas must be 
used for solid-fuel takeoffs.

WASHINGTON (AP) - For- 


mer Atty. Gen. John N. Mit- 
chell says he sees nothing 
wrong with White House aide 
Peter Flanigan's retaining an 
outside financial consultant to 
prepare a report ifor the Justice 
Department in the ITT anti- 
trust cases.

1 to head President Nixon's re- 
election campaign, said he has 
never discussed the ITT case 
with Flanigan, whom Anderson 
has described as Nixon's am-, 
bassador to big business. 


"Surely if that case would 


have been discussed, I would 
have remembered because I 
disqualified myself from it," 
Mitchell said. 


Mitchell has testified that he 


was not involved in the three 
antitrust suits against ITT be- 
cause his old law firm had done 
some work for one of the con- 
glomerate's 
subsidiaries.

said he turned the case over to 


Kleindienst, then deputy attor- 
ney general. 


The former attorney general 


said Flanigan, a New York fi- 
nancial consultant before join- 
ing the administration, was not 
involved in the actual settle- 
ment of the ITT case. 


Under persistent questioning 


from Sen. John Tunney* D-Ca- 
lif., about the propriety of 
Flanigan's role, Mitchell re- 
plied: "If you mean contact a 
financial adviser who worked 
for the Justice Department be- 
fore and he (Flanigan) was a 
conduit for the information, it 
was perfectly all right." 


Democrats have said they 


want Flanigan, who hired Rich- 
ard J. Ramsden to make the fi- 
nancial report on ITT, to come 
before the committee to explain 
his role.

peace agreement. The spokes- 
man said there had been no 
discussions between leaders of 
Israel and Jordan.

Hussein proposed that

dan and the United Arab King- 


dom." The part of the plan in- 
volving Jerusalem was certain 
of rejection by Israel, which 
captured the Arab Old City of 
Jerusalem from Jordan in the 
1967 war and has said repeat- 
edly it would never give it up.

More Imported Meat 
Is Being Rejected 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Re- 


jection of imported meat at 
U.S. ports of entry rose sharply 
last year, partly because of 
closer checks by federal in- 
spectors, the Agriculture De- 
partment says. 


In all, nearly 29.2 million 


pounds of imported meat, rang- 
ing from low-grade beef used 
for hamburger to canned pork, 
were rejected by federal in- 
spectors. 
That 
represented 


about 1.7 per cent of the more 
than 1.7 billion pounds shipped 
to the United States last year. 


The rejections were described 


in a meat-import report sent to 
Congress by Agriculture Secre- 
tary Earl L. Butz. 


In 1970, rejections amounted 


to 21.3 million pounds or about 
1.2 per cent of more than 1.8 
billion pounds shipped to U.S. 
markets by foreign countries. 


More than a billion pounds of 


the meat-import total comes in 
as frozen or chilled products, 
mostly beef. Those 
products 


are regulated 
under a 1984 


quota law tailoring imports to 
U.S. meat production. 


The 
Nixon 
administration, 


facing increasing complaints 
about high meat prices, an- 
nounced last week that this 
year's quota will be 1.24 billion 
pounds, up 7 per cent from the 
1971 level. 


Canned or processed meat 


products are not subject to the 


quotas. The report sent to Con- 
gress covers all categories. 


A spokesman for the Con- 


sumer and Marketing Service 
said part of the higher rejection 
rate in 1971 was because of 
"some upgrading" in inspection 
procedures at ports of entry. 


The General Accounting Of- 


fice recently submitted a report 
based on studies made in 1970 
and early 1971 which showed in- 
spection of overseas meat-pack- 
ing houses and at U.S. ports 
was slipshod in many cases.

DALLAS (AP) - "I'm going 


to be my own man," Duane 
Thomas said. "I'm not going to 
beg for something I worked for. 
I am optimistic. But if they 
don't dig me, well, the hell with

and divided Democratic field 
throughout most if not all the 
primaries.

Same Old Story About Late Mail

BIRMINGHAM. Ala. ( A P I - 


A hoxcar full of parcel post 
packages has been found on an 
obscure Maryland siding and 
sent to Birmingham—where the 
mail was supposed to arrive 
more than two years ago. 


The U.S. Postal Service and 


the Penn Central Railroad are 
blaming each other for the mix- 
up. 


When the boxcar left Phila- 


delphia in 1970 it was headed 
for the postal distribution cen- 
ter here with packages and 
third-class mail for Alabama. 
Ixniisiana and Mississippi. 


It was found on a seldom- 


used siding in Perryville. Md., 
with 319 mail sacks, 207 of 
which were filled with parcel 
post, including numerous ship- 
pings from three Philadelphia 
mail order houses. 


And that's about all the Penn 


Central and the postal service 
agree on. 


I* Roy Greene, director of 


communications for the South- 
ern region of the postal service, 
said postal inspectors found the 
boxcar after a two-year car-by- 
car search in the Washington 
area. 


He said Tuesday that Penn 


Central was unable to locate 
the car, although the railroad 
was notified within minutes of 
its disappearance. 


Tom Hoppin, a spokesman 


for the railroad in Philadelphia, 
said it was Penn Central in- 
spectors who found the car and 
reported it to postal officials. 
He said that happened after 
New Castle, Del., police ar- 
rested 
an 
individual 
trans- 


porting mail bags. 


Furthermore, 
Hoppin said. 


tho postal sen-ice never told 
Penn Central the car was miss- 
ing and the railroad thought it 
had reached its destination. 


He said records show that the 


railroad delivered the car to 
'he Washington Terminal Co. in 
February 1970 for connection to 
Southern Railway routes. 


The Washington firm noted 


the boxcar had a wheel defect 
and, 
according 
to 
postal 


records, 
the 
contents were 


transferred to another boxcar. 


In September 1970, Hoppin 


said, the Washington firm re- 
turned the first boxcar and 58 


similar ones to Penn Central 
for storage since that type of 
car was being phased out for 
postal work. 


Greene said that when the 


loaded boxcar was found on the 
siding, its contents were taken 
to Baltimore where many of 
the parcels were rewrapped 
due to their deteriorated condi- 
tion.

With most programs on reruns, 
two special shows of more than 
ordinary interest were com- 
peting. 


ABC presented a 90-minute 


live report of the annual Gram- 
my awards, the recording in- 
dustry's equivalent of the Oscar 
and the Emmy, and had top 
musical talent performing the 
hits of the year. During most of 
that time, NBC was broad- 
casting for the first time on 
television the first half of the 
1961 musical hit "West Side 
Story." There was no way to 
catch both. 


The awards program stuffed 


with 
star-spangled 
names, 


rolled off smoothly and profes- 
sionally. The 90 minutes even 
had more entertainment than 
statue-presenting. As far as 
production values went, it was 
tastefully done, but it is almost 
impossible to do much when 
the entertainment is a parade 
of performers. 


The thank-you speeches were 


held to a merciful few seconds; 
the envelope-openers were ra- 
tioned on those cue-card quips; 
Andy Williams, as host, ran a 
tight ship with easy good hu- 
mor. 


Broadway's Tony Awards are 


still the most stimulating for 
the television watchers, but the 
Grammy shows are in second 
place. If the Oscar and Emmy 
programs would cut down the 
number of on-camera presenta- 
tions and control the thank-you 
speeches, they would be vastly 
improved. Grammy statutettes 
were passed out in only a dozen 
categories during the 9C min- 
utes although a number of oth- 
er persons were honored off 
camera.

National Academy of Recording 
Arts and Sciences to present 
some special awards. They 
went to I^eonard Bernstein, the 
Beatles, the late Mahalia Jack- 
son and Louis Armstrong.

Feeling too Warm or too Cold 


Skin Is Human Radiator 


DR. LAWRENCE E. LAMB

Dear I)r. Lamb—Why is it 


that my daughter and I have 
such a'time adjusting to the 
temperatures in the home? 
She is always cold and I am 
constantly complaining that 
the temperature that is sat- 
isfactory tor her is much too 
'•warm lor me'.' 1 am 63 years 
old and she is 19 years old. 


Dear Header—This is a 


common complaint. Actual- 
Is . the sensation of bein« hot 
or cold has very little to do 
with whether the body is 
warm or not. We perceive 
I he sense of being hot 
or 


cold Irom nerve libers which 
are in the skin. We do not 
have similar nerve fibers 
elsewhere in the body. Thus, 
when you burn your finger 


you feel heat and pain initial- 
ly from fibers in the skin, 
but you may not feel any 
s e n s a t i o n 
of 
increased 


warmth in deeper tissues. 


The skin is a human radia- 


tor. It has a lot to do with 
the cooling and temperature 
control of the body just as 
the car radiator does for 
your automobile. The hot 
blood 
inside the 
body is 


pumped 
through the skin 


where 
the 
heat 
is 
lost 


through the surface of the 
skin, just as the hot water 
from the car motor is cir- 
culated through the radiator 
to lose heat from the engine. 
Most of the heat from the 
body is lost through the skin 
either through direct trans- 
fer of heat to the environ- 
ment around it or from the 
evaporation of water which

The 
person 
w h o 
feels 


warm usually has a fairly 
marked increase in blood 
flow through the skin. These 
reactions, including sweat- 
ing, are all controlled by a 
little heat center 
in 
the 


brain. Interestingly enough 
this center can be affected 
by emotions or by hot spicy 
foods. The thermostat or the 
heat center in the brain 
sends out a message which 
causes us to increase or 
decrease blood flow through 
the skin and increase and 
decrease t h e 
amount of 


evaporation from 
sweating 


or insensible loss of body 
water. The person who feels 
cold often doesn't have very 
marked blood flow through 
the skin and a good way to 
get rid of the sensation of 
coldness is to do something 
that will increase blood flow 
to the skin itself, like mild 
exercise. A good hot tub 
bath will almost always in- 
crease a person's tempera- 


ture and sense of warmth. 
The hot tub bath will pre- 
vent the normal evaporation 
of body-cooling mechanisms 
as well as increase circula- 
tion through the skin. 


The fact that we have a 


sense of warmth or coldness 
from the skin irrespective of 
body temperature is why 
people have such a difficult 
time in telling whether they 
have a fever or not unless 
they take their temperature. 
A person may have an in- 
creased body 
temperature 


but if there is a decreased 
blood flow through the skin 
and 
decreased 
sweating, 


they may actually feel cold. 
The converse is more often 
true and the person may feel 
hot and think he has a fever 
and then when he takes his 
temperature finds out it is 
normal. 


Clothing traps the body 


heat at skin level and makes 
a person feel warmer1 :even 
though it may not signifi- 
cantly 
increase the 
body 


temperature.

New Designers, New Fashion 


Think natural . . . then 
think classic . . . and you'll 
have the feel of the strong- 
est trends in fashion fabrics 
this spring. 
The naturals — colors, fi- 
bers and textures that look 
as if they came from the 
earth — are blended and 
worked together to achieve 
a rustic look. Many fabrics 
have flax content, a nubby 
surface and the coloration 
of unbleached muslin. 
Homespuns, linen looks 
and stubbed silks all capture 
the natural feeling. Knits 
have new rustic surface tex- 
tures. And many of the 
spring's bright prints have 
natural-colored grounds. 
The same nostalgic pull 
is felt in fashion's preoccu- 
pation with old. near for- 
gotten favorites In colors, 
textures and weaves. Ging- 
ham and seersucker are the 
classics of the season. 
Checks range from tiny 
squares to super-tablecloth 
size, glen plaids and tartans 
are being revived, and seer- 
sucker — striped, checked 
or classic white — is every- 
where on the spring scene. 
The favorites of the Fif- 
ties are back — dots, calicos 
and paisleys in many colors 
and sizes. High-sheen chi- 
nos and soft, brushed den- 
ims dominate the sports- 
wear scene. Leather is still 
a winner and fabrics are 
being printed to duplicate 
all sorts of skins. 
Chamois, soft suede and 
kidskin have been treated 
to work and be worn like 
cloth, either in their own 
natural shades or in soft 
spring pastels. Some leath- 
ers have flower or animal 
prints. 
The love of the natural 
has given rise to some of the 
best flower prints in years 
—in English country garden 
profusion. Victorian wall- 
paper stripes or giant single 
flowers. 
Other prints concentrate 
on figures, from charming 
animals to copies of fine 
engravings.
